WHO MUST FILE A RETURN? 
Every single person having a gross 
income of $800 or more; every mar- 
ied person, not living with husband 
or wife, and having a gross income 
of $800 or more; and married per- 
sons living with husband or wife, 
who have an aggregate gross in- 
come of $2,000 or more. 

WHEN MUST RETURNS’ BE 
FILED? For the calendar year, on 
or before March 15, 1941. For the 
fiscal year, on or before the 15th 
day of the third month following 
the cloSe of the fiscal year. 

WHERE AND WITH WHOM 
MUST INCOME TAX RETURNS 
BE FILED? In the internal revenue 
district in which the person lives or 
has his chief place of business, and 
with the collector of internal reve- 
nue. 

HOW DOES ONE MAKE OUT 
HIS INCOME TAX RETURN? By 
Following the detailed instructions 
given on Forms 1040-A and 1040, the 
income tax blanks. 

WHAT IS THE TAX RATE? A 
normal tax of 4 per cent on the 
amount of the net income, arrived 
at by deducting legal exemptions 
and credits from the gross income; 
a surtax on the surtax net income 
in excess of $4,000; and a defense 
tax of 10 per cent of the combined 
normal tax and surtax. 

Income Tax Don’ts 

DON’T prepare your income tax 
return until you carefully read and 
understand the instructions ac- 
companying the forms. Make out a 
work-sheet and check it with the 
instructions before filling in the 
forms. 

DON’T delay in making out your 
income tax return. Tax problems 
deserve careful study, and the early 
assembling of your data expedites 
this. 

DON’T destroy the data from 
which your return is compiled. You 
will need them for possible recheck- 
ing and verify the return. 

DON’T overlook any item or any 
schedule on the form which you 
are required to fill out. They are 
all necessary to the exact compu- 
tation of your income tax. 

DON’T omit any explanation or 
information that is esseintial to a 
complete audit of your return. An 
ounce of care may save you a pound 
of unnecessary expense, and time 
and an annoyance both to you and 
to your Government.

lems. That opinion is borne out by 
the decline in the intensity of Ger- 
man air raids over the Mediterran- 
ean, due probably both to heavy los- 
ses and to British bombings of the 
new German bases in Sicily.

been immobilized by the Greek war 
shown Russia’s realization of the 
major importance of the Albanian 
fighting to the Fascists. The further 
comment that despite this propor- 
tion of Italian fighting strength the 
Greeks retain the initiative and are 
pushing the Italians to the sea 
shows Russia’s opinion of Italian 
military competence. 

Neither Germany nor Italy can 
find any satisfaction in this latest 
Soviet review of the war. Attempts 
to influence Stalin by the totalitar- 
ian dictators cannot go far while 
Moscow’s present frame of mind 
continues. 

It is to be expected, therefore, 
that Stalin will continue to exert 
secret but effective pressure in 
in southeastern Europe against the 
Axis expansion. He has no appar- 
ent expectation that the Axis is in! 
a position to make military pro- 
gress against Great Britain.
